Railways.—The Report on the Railways for the year ended 30th June, 


1917, shows that the earnings amounted to £8,380,085, and were 


£374,007 more than in the preceding year. Of the increased revenue, 
£191,200 resulted from the operation of increased rates, and the 


balance, £182,807, from additional business. The working expenses 

were £5,915,350, the balanes being £2,464,725, or £119,815 in advance 

of 1915-16. After paying working expenses and interest on capital, 
at 


there was a deficit of £394,064. The proportion of working expenses 
decreased from 70°71 to 70°59 per cent. The expenditure in respect of 
the extra cost of salaries and wages due to Wages Boards awards, and 
of the additional cost of coal and other materials used during the year 
represent increases of £ 297,536, and £146,742 respectively, 

The volume of business was affected adversely by the abnormal con- 
ditions of war and by shortages in the carriage of live stock, fodder, and 
general merchandise. All other sources of earnings show satisfactory 
increases as compared with the previous year.

Meteorology.—Splendid rains, exceeding the average, were recorded at most 
places in the State, on and west of the mountains during July, the falls 
on parts of the South-Western Slopes and Southern Tablelands being 
exceptionally heavy. The Murray River Valley experienced a repetition 
of the previous month’s floods, but on the coastal district generally dry 
conditions prevailed, the light rains received being almost everywhere 
deficient. Snowstorms occurred on the Southern and Central Tablelands, 
specially heavy falls being reported from centres in the latter district. 
Strong westerly winds were in evidence along the seaboard, and attained 


gale force at some ports. 


The temperatures generally were low, two severe cold waves being 
experienced during the period. 
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Vital Statisties—Sydney and Suburbs—July, 1917.—The births registered 


numbered 1,788, equal to 28:06 per 1,000 of population ; of the total, 
926 were males and 862 females. The rate is 5 per cent. below 
the average of the previous five years. 

The deaths numbered 724, namely, 384 males and 340 females, equal 
to a rate of 11:36 per 1,000 of population, The mortality rate is 
satisfactory, being 5°3 per cent. below the average of the previous five 
years. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups, except 65 
and over. 

The infantile mortality was 59:3 per 1,000 births, being 13 per cent, 
below the average for the previous five years, and is the lowest on 
record for the month of July. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 


Town Clerks there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
July, 499 new buildings, as compared with 514 in July, 1916. 

The total for the seven months, January to July, was 3,172, as com- 
pared with 3,287 during the corresponding period of 1916.
